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Australians Wayne Gardner and 
Daryl Beattie (Hon) teamed up to 
win the July 26 Suzuka 8-Hour 
endurance road race in Japan. The 
winning duo logged 208 laps on the 
3.66-mile course for a total of 761.28 
miles. Aussie Kevin Magee and 
Scotland’s Niall Mackenzie (Yam) 
finished second, on the same lap as the 
winners but over a half-minute behind. 
Third went to Shinya Takeishi and 
Kenichiro Iwahasi (Hon), who were 
two laps behind the top two, and 
fourth to American Freddie 
Spencer and Japan’s Ryuji Tsuruta 
(Hon), another two laps down. 


Ducati withdrew their Doug Polen/ 
Giancarlo Falappa entry for the 
Suzuka 8-Hour. Team Police Ducati 
boss Franco Uncini said the company 
preferred to wait until next year when 
the rules switch to full superbike 
regulations. Ducati has a new 916cc 
superbike in the works, complete with 
single-side swingarm. 


Scott Plessinger (KTM) was the 
overall winner in round five of the 
AMA National Championship Hare 
Scrambles Series in New Berlin, New 
York, July 26. Plessinger edged 
runner-up Steve Hatch (Suz) at the 
checkered flag. Third place went to 
Jan Hrehor (Suz), while National 
Enduro Champion Jeff Russell 
(KTM) and Tom Norton (Hon) 
rounded out the top five. Series points 
leader and defending champ Scott 
Summers did not ride due to a wrist 


injury. 


Following a crash at the July 25 
Oklahoma City Half Mile, four-time 
Grand National Champion Scott 
Parker flew to Glendale, California, 
to have his left knee examined by Dr. 
Jeff Spencer. Just before press time 
on Monday, July 27, Dr. Spencer 
phoned to report that Parker sustained 
strained ligaments and possible cartil- 
age damage. While the test results were 
not yet in, Spencer was doubtful that 
Parker would be fit to compete at the 
August 2 Peoria TT. Parker holds a 
seven-point lead over his factory 
Harley-Davidson teammate Chris 
Carr, 156-149, but with Parker out of 
action it seems likely that Carr, who 
has won four straight at Peoria, will 
move to the top this coming weekend. 


Undaunted by threatening weather, 
more than 6000 motorcyclists 
celebrated Vintage Motorcycle 
Days over the July 25-26 weekend at 
the headquarters of the AMA and the 
Motorcycle Heritage Museum in Wes- 
terville, Ohio. The event, designed to 
raise funds and generate publicity for 


the museum, featured a concours 


show, riding exhibitions, displays by 
motorcycle manufacturers, a vintage 
swap meet and a new exhibit in the 
museum. But the highlight of the 
weekend was an auction conducted by 
J. Wood and Co. that saw 202 historic 
and collectible motorcycles, plus some 
rare motorcycle memorabilia, on the 
block. 


Two motorcycles from the collection 
of the late Earl Bentley — 1928 and 
1930 Indian factory hillclimbers — 
brought $17,000 each at the Vintage 
Motorcycle Days auction, as did a 1946 
Vincent Rapide. Another bike from the 
Bentley collection, a 1913 Thor, went 
for $15,000. A 1950 Vincent Black 
Shadow changed hands for $12,250, a 
1906 Indian went for $12,000, and a 
1986 Ducati Mike Hailwood Replica 
brought $11,500. The auction had a 
72% sale rate and gross sales of 
$339,000. 





Georgian Mike Harth, who suffered 
serious injuries in the May 2 Charlotte 
round of the AMA/CCS EBC Endu- 
rance Challenge Series, will return to 
action at Mid-Ohio over the August 
1-2 weekend. “I’m not 100-percent, but 
I'm ready to get back on the track," 
Harth said. “I haven't ridden since the 
accident, but Гуе been working out 
with weights. I'll ride an East Coast 
Cycle Salvage-sponsored Honda 600 
(in the 600 Supersports race), and I 
might ride the endurance race for 
Dutchman Suzuki. Га like to thank 
everyone who supported ,me and 
thought of me while I was 
recuperating.” 


AMA membership has topped the 
196,000 mark, a record for the 68- 
year-old association, according to 
AMA Vice President of Membership 
Mark Mederski. “This figure indi- 
cates that the association 15 right on 
target for its projected goal of 200,000 
members," Mederski said. AMA mem- 
bership has jumped by more than 8500 
members since January 1 of this year. 
The month of June alone saw a 3456- 
member increase. “America’s motorcy- 


clists are realizing the value of the - 


many benefits they receive as members 
of the AMA," Mederski said. '^They're 
also learning that the AMA is the most 
cost-effective way of communicating 
efficiently and successfully with law- 
makers at the local state and federal 
levels."

In response to an item that ran in this 
section last week, Team Hammer's 
John Ulrich issued a statement which 
read, “Contrary to what was reported 
in Cycle News about Donald Jacks’ 
current contract problems, it is 
not true that '... because he had 
tested the works Suzuki, which uses 
Motul oil and Michelin tires, he was 
being dropped from the Team 
Suzuki Endurance squad...' 
Testing had nothing to do with it, and 
if all we're talking about here 1s testing, 
Donald wouldn't have been in Hun- 
ary talking to reporter Michael 
cott instead of being in Nelson 
Ledges racing with the team he's 
contracted to, Team Lucky Strike 
Suzuki wouldn't have put out a press 
release July 2 stating that Donald was 
replacing Kevin Schwantz in the 
July 12 Hungarian GP, and Donald 
wouldn't have been listed on the entry 
lists for the Hungarian GP. What we're 
actually talking about is a no-advance- 
notice, no-advance-permission-asked 
commitment to race a motorcycle with 
conflicting sponsors in blatant viola- 
tion of very explicit, separate world- 
wide contracts with Team Hammer, 
Dunlop and Valvoline. It's a sad 
commentary on racing today when a 
team takes heat for actually trying to 
live up to its contractual obligations 
instead of treating signed contracts as 
so much confetti. And it is indeed а 
sad situation when a rider signs a 
contract, takes the money, breaks the 
contract without апу warning or any 
chance for a team to arrange contract 
releases and then tells a reporter ‘I’m 
a little confused by it all... ' " Team 
Hammer fields Team Suzuki Endu- 
rance in the WERA Vanson/PM 
National Endurance Road Race Series 
under contract to American Suzuki.

Marvland Coalition formed to 


save rider education program 


motorcycle rider training program, reports the American Motorcyclist 


M otorcyclists in Maryland have formed a coalition to save the state's imperiled 


Association (AMA). 


The group was formed in response to a plan recently approved by the Maryland 
General Assembly that calls for elimination of the state's rider-funded safety 


program, effective March 15, 1993. 


The program, which is paid for entirely by motorcyclists through surcharges 
on motorcycle registration fees, has trained more than 14,000 riders in the eight 
years of its existence. During that time, motorcycle accidents in the state have 
dropped 39% and motorcyclist fatalities have decreased by 459%. 

“Proponents of this plan say that it’s designed to help reduce a mounting budget 
deficit," said AMA Legislative Affairs Specialist Chris Kallfelz, “but the safety 
program hasn’t contributed to the debt. In fact, the program doesn’t cost taxpayers 
any money at all, since it’s funded entirely out of the pockets of Maryland’s 


motorcyclists.” 


Under the terms of the elimination plan, motorcyclists would lose the 
opportunity to get training at state facilities, but would still have to pay the 
surcharges that fund it. And potential motorcyclists under the age of 18, who 
are required by state law to complete a training course before receiving their licenses, 
would have to search for private companies to provide that training. 

The new group, called the Coalition to Save Maryland Rider Education, has 
been formed to pull together motorcyclists opposed to the state’s elimination plan. 
The coalition will focus its efforts on drafting and lobbying for passage of a 
bill designed to keep Maryland’s safety program on course.

The track will be shut down 
temporarily while Odom makes 
improvements. A grand opening is 
planned for late August. 


Bill “Bigtime” Spencer reports that 
the 3rd Annual Fiesta for Kids 
charity auction, which was conducted 
at northern California's Laguna Seca 
Raceway on July 12, raised over 
$10,000 for the Packard Children's 
Hospital and the associated Ronald 
McDonald House in Stanford. Wayne 
Rainey donated a set of his Lucky 
Strike GP team leathers and they 
brought $900 from the good folks at 
Grand Prix Cycles in Santa Clara. The 
Ungo Box folks donated $1000 and 
Custom Chrome put in $500 plus more 
in auction purchases. Bubba Sho- 
bert co-hosted the rally with organizer 
Mike Corbin. Racing personalies on 
hand included road racers Jim Filice, 
Rich Oliver, Robbie Petersen and 
Dave Sadowski. The Monterey 
County Parks and Recreation Depart- 


‚ ment donated the use of the race track's 


facilities with assistance from 
SCRAMP. Jared Lininger of San 
Luis Obispo won the drawing for a 
Honda CB750 Nighthawk which was 
donated by northern California Honda 
dealers.

The fight between GP road racers 
Kevin Schwantz and Eddie Law- 
son following their collision in the 
Dutch GP became an open confron- 
tation at the French GP, and came 
close to a fistfight in the pits after 
another near-miss on the track. The 
two almost had another coming 
together during an IRTA test session 
the day before official practice at 
Magny-Cours, and they toured back to 
the pits with much headshaking and 
wagging of fingers. Then Lawson 
pulled his Cagiva into Schwantz's 
Lucky Strike Suzuki pit to continue 
the discussion along the lines of: "Why 
do you keep doing this to те?” 
Schwantz replied in similar vain, 
remembering Lawson’s close overtak- 
ing manuever in Hungary a week 
before as well as their Assen clash, and 
said: "At least I didn't run into your 
back wheel" They stopped short of 
hitting each other, and later Schwantz 
visited Lawson's motorhome. “We 
didn't end up friends," the Texan said. 
“He admitted he’d over-reacted here, 
but he still blames me for the Assen 
crash and I still blame him. But at least 
we've spoken about it, and we should 
be able to race each other from now

Motocross superstar Jean-Michel 


Bayle must have regretted his predic- 


tions of success when he was given the 
wild card entry for the French road race 
GP. Particularly since the almost 
unbeatable motocrosser earned the 
paddock nickname: Jean-Michel 
Snail. Bayle, riding a Rothmans- 
sponsored Honda RS250 SPL, proved 


. well off the pace, and realized that he 


had a lot to learn about finding the 
limits of race-quality slick tires. But 
he was not helped by the quality of 
his machine, nor the inexperience of 
his pit crew. He failed out on the track 
three times during Friday's practice 
and in the end he managed to run 
within the qualifying time, placing 
38th and last. Perhaps he chose the 
wrong class for his GP debut. His 250cc 
time would have qualified him for the 
500cc class, where he would have surely 














been able to finish up among the lesser 
privateers. 


Wayne Rainey will undergo surgery 
on his right knee immediately after the 
GP season ends. It was injured when 
he crashed and broke his femur in 
Malaysia before the season, and has 
never been quite right since. “I’ve been 
trying to kid myself that it’s okay, but 
it's not," the defending 500cc World 
Champion said. “Тє feels like it’s full 
of rocks. I still am not able to run, 
which is what I like to do to get fit. 
I have to bicycle instead. Right after 
the last race I'll be going back to the 
States for an operation to correct the 
problem.” 


John Kocinski crashed his Marlboro 
Yamaha during qualifying for the 
French GP and as the bike started to 
smolder he was obliged to resort to a 
frantic arm-waving performance 
before marshalls arrived with a fire 
extinguisher. When he complained in 
the pits, team owner Kenny Roberts 
quipped: "You were shouting: ‘Fire. 
Fire.’ In French, that means: ‘Sit on 
your ass and do nuthin.’ ” 


Kenny Roberts Jr. was an interested 
spectator at the French GP in Magny- 
Cours, and is tipped to race his 
Yamaha in the post-season Superpres- 
tigio International race in Spain. But 
Roberts put an end to rumors that he 
would be going 250cc GP racing next 
season. Instead he is likely to take part 
in the Spanish National Champion- 
ship that is being upgraded with the 
intention of making it a better nursery 


class for GPs than the current Euro- 
pean Championship. 


Speculation over the make-up of next 
year's Grand Prix road racing teams 
intensified at the French GP. Wayne 
Rainey was said to have signed a letter 
of intent to go to Cagiva for $2 million 
— which he and Cagiva boss Giacomo 
Agostini both denied. Doug 
Chandler was also the center of much 
speculation. While both he and Suzuki 
say they are close to reaching an 
agreement for 1993, he was also said 
to be the subject of big-money offers 
from both Honda.and Team Marlboro 
Roberts. When asked whether he had 
indeed been offered $1.2 million from 
Honda, the Californian said: “Сее, 
that would be sweet." 


According to Maurizio Flammini, 
head of the Flammini Group, the 
promoters of the Diesel Jeans World 
Superbike Championship, there will 
be increased investment in the cham- 
pionship in 1993 that includes live 
television coverage which is already in 
place, and there would be more full- 
time marketing people to concentrate 
on sponsorship and television activi- 
ties. Flammini now controls the 
superbike schedule and deals direct 
with national federations following a 
new agreement with the FIM. 


The World Superbike Series will 
also feature a set format in 1993, that 
will include a full support program 
of 600cc Supersport racing, a one- 
brand championship relevant to the 
hosting nation, and also possibly a 


Super Mono class for single-cylinder 
machines. The latter will only be 
included if there is sufficient support 
from the manufacturers. 


Shell Thuet, а longtime fixture on 
the dirt track scene who tuned for the 
likes of Kenny Roberts and Eddie 
Lawson, will celebrate his 80th 
birthday on Saturday, August 1. Join 
Papa in wishing him happy birthday 
by dropping him a’note at 9581 
Duncan Rd., #96, Baldy Mesa, CA 
92371, or giving him a call at 619/949- 
2229. 


Damon Bradshaw, of the factory 
Yamaha MX team, underwent knee 
surgery to repair a torn anterior 
cruciate ligament on July 24 in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina. Bradshaw, who 
missed the final round of the National 
Championship 250cc MX Series in 
Troy, Ohio, injured the knee at the 
July 5 Red Bud National MX in 
Michigan when he crashed in the first 
moto. Immediately following the 
operation, Bradshaw began physical 
therapy and is expected to be out of 
action for at least three months. He 
had planned to compete the second 
half of the National Championship 
125cc MX Series but will now most 
likely sit out the entire season. 


Doug Dubach, Damon Bradshaw’s 
factory Yamaha teammate, was also a 
no-show at the 250c National MX in 
Ohio. Dubach injured his wrist at the 
July 11 Camel Supercross in Los 
Angeles. He showed up at Troy, 
hoping to compete but flew back home 


to California Sunday morning after a 
painful practice session on Saturday. 
Dubach has had the wrist X-rayed a 
number of times and none of them 
reveal any broken bones. 


Speaking of wrist injuries, Scott 
Summers, three-time AMA National 
Cross Country Champion and defend- 
ing Hare Scrambles Champion, was a 
spectator at the Troy National MX, as 
was his mechanic Fred Bramblet. 
Summers was sporting a cast on his 
right wrist that he broke at the 
Blackwater 100 in Davis, West Virgi- 
nia, June 21. As a result, he had to 
skip the National Hare Scrambles in 
New Berlin, New York, that was taking 
place on the same day as the Troy 
National MX. “This is the first 
National Hare Scrambles I’ve missed 
in many years,” said Summers. “‘It feels 
weird. I broke the navicular bone in 
my wrist and that takes a long time 
to heal. I should be able to ride the 
next National Hare Scrambles in Ohio 
(September 6).’’ The muddy conditions 
at Troy had Summers iching to ride. 
“Thats my kind of conditions out 
there.”’ :

Stanton added: “I’m just glad to bring 
the number-one plate back to the U.S. 
and back to Michigan." Stanton, who 
hails from Sherwood, Michigan, 
stripped the '91 title from Honda 
teammate Bayle. The Frenchman fin- 
ished third in the series point standings, 
43 points behind Stanton, 270-187. 
Sandwiched between the two Honda 
riders is Kawasaki’s Mike Kiedrowski 
with 214 points. Kiedrowski finished 
fifth overall on the day via 8-3 moto 
finishes. 

Rounding out the last spot on the 
250cc rostrum was Kawasaki’s Jeff 
Matiasevich, who slithered through the 
deep mud to two fourth-place finishes. 

By winning both motos, Bayle took 
home the maximum $2000 share from 
the $15,000 250cc class purse ($1000 per 
moto), while Stanton collected $1200 
($600 per moto) for second overall, as 
well as a bonus from Honda, reportedly 
worth $100,000 for winning the series 
championship. 

Damon Bradshaw was a no-show at 
the Kenworthy’s National. Bradshaw 
underwent knee surgery to repair a torn 
anterior cruciate ligament the Friday 
before the race in North Carolina. He 
injured the knee at the Red Bud 
National. Also missing from Troy was 
Yamaha teammate Doug Dubach, who 
decided to rest a lingering wrist injury. 

Mike LaRocco, the series points leader 
- in the 125cc class, led from start to finish 
in the first 125cc moto. But he couldn't 
match that feat in the second moto which 
was won by Jeff Emig, who was second 
in the first moto. Grabbing the lead right 
from the start, Emig was uncatchable and 
at one point enjoyed a one-minute lead 
over the LaRocco. Emig's 2-1 tally beat 
LaRocco's 1-2 for the overall honors. 


Crowd favorite Guy Cooper ended up 
third overall via two thirds on his factory- 
backed Suzuki. 

LaRocco added seven more points to 
his series points lead. He now leads Emig 
and Cooper, who are deadlocked, by 58 
points, 267-209. 

Emig earned $1600 out of the $12,500 
125cc class purse, as did LaRocco. 

Despite rain that fell off and on 
throughout the day, an estimated 6000 
spectators were on hand. The sloppy 
track and deep ruts kept the racers fairly 
spread out in every moto and there was 
very little close, handlebar-to-handlebar 
racing. Most of the competitors switched 
to survival mode after the first lap of 
practice and spent the rest of the day 
avoiding each other's roost and staying 
upright. Just about every rider fell at least 
once. 
> Team Green's Ryan Hughes, who 
finished 10th in the 125cc class, said, 
“This was the hardest race I’ve ever 
ridden; even harder than Hangtown 
(National) where we ran just one moto 
because of flooding last year. I must’ve 
crashed six or seven times in the first 
moto alone today. I even crashed while 
riding to the pits after the race. That's 
how muddy and slick it was!" 

The conditions forced a delay in the 
day's program, and the first moto 
didn't get underway until 2:20 p.m. It 
was scheduled to start at 1:00 p.m. 

After the first 125cc moto had run, the 
250cc field lined the gate for the start 
of their fist 30-minute-plus two lap 
moto. Matiasevich nailed the holeshot, 
but the Kawasaki rider drifted wide in 
the mud and Stanton dove underneath 
and into the lead. As the 40-rider pack 
slid, fishtailed and bounced off each 
other down the next couple of straights, 


Stanton jumped out to a commanding 
lead and enjoyed clear sailing ahead of 
him. 

By the second lap, Stanton had pulled 
clear of runner-up Jeff Ward by 14 
seconds, while Bayle lurked in third and 
Matiasevich rode in fourth. It looked as 
though Stanton would run away, but 
Bayle had different ideas. 

A few turns later, Bayle had passed 
Ward for second and began reeling in 
Stanton. Amazingly, in just one lap, 
Bayle cut Stanton’s lead in half and a 
lap later was Only a few bike lengths 
behind his long-time rival. 

By the fourth lap, just 12 minutes into 
the race, Bayle had roosted by his 
teammate and into the point position. 
From then on, the race was all Bayle’s. 

Stanton simply could not match 


Bayle’s mud riding expertise and had to. 


settle for second, eventually rolling across 
the finish line a distant 45 seconds behind 
Bayle. 

“I like riding in the mud,” said Bayle. 
“Гуе had a lot of experience in the mud 
racing back home (in France). 

Stanton said, “Не (Bayle) just rode 
better than me. What else can I say?" 

After battling back and forth with 
teammate Matiasevich, Ward took the 
checkered flag in third, some 50 seconds 
behind Stanton and about 10 seconds 
ahead: of Matiasevich after nearly 40 
minutes of racing. 

David Hand, a privateer Honda rider 
from Mantua, Ohio, ended up taking 
fifth, just ahead of Suzuki support rider 
Phil Lawrence, Suzuki-mounted Willie 
Surratt and Kiedrowska. 

Kiedrowski, a two-time 125cc National 
Champion, got his factory Kawasaki 
stuck in a rut on the first lap and was 


thankful that a rider stopped and helped 


him pull his bike out of the bog. 
Kiedrowski, who won his first 250cc 
National at the last round in Michigan, 
spent the entire moto working his way 
back up through the pack. 

Rounding out the top 10 were Surf 
Detergent-sponsored Jeff Glass and 
privateer Kawasaki rider Jeff Curry. 

Due to the trying conditions and the 
amount of time it took for the riders to 
negotiate a lap, the second moto was 
shortened to 18 minutes and two laps. 
Following the completion of the second 
125cc moto, the final 250cc go got 
underway at 4:15 p.m. Matiasevich again 
beat the pack to the first turn but he 
again slid out wide and opened the door 
for Stanton to take the lead, while 
Kiedrowski and Ward snuck into second 
and third. Matiasevich filed into fourth 
behind them and just ahead of Bayle. 

As Stanton set the pace, Bayle was the 
rider to watch, and he quickly motored 
his way into second. With the sun 
shining for the first time all day, and 
the track getting tackier and tackier, and 
the grooves getting deeper and deeper, 
Bayle focused on Stanton, setting the 
stage for an exciting two-lap duel. The 
two riders swapped the lead twice before 
Bayle finally got the upper hand and 
pulled clear for good. Stanton stayed 
fairly close, but not close enough to 
pressure Bayle into making a mistake. 

Bayle grabbed his second win of the 
day with 14 seconds to. spare over 
Stanton. 

While the two factory Honda riders 
diced up front, the three factory Kawasaki 
riders — Kiedrowski, Matiasevich and 
Ward — had a battle among themselves 
for third, fourth and fifth. The dogfight, 
which saw no passing; lasted until the 
halfway point when the three riders

began to spread out on the now one- 
line track, making the final finishing 
order Bayle, Stanton, Kiedrowski, Mati- 
asevich and Ward. Rounding out the top 
10 were Rad ‘N’ Bad’s Fred Andrews, 
Palmer, Noleen Yamaha’s Larry Brooks, 
privateer Kawasaki rider John Dowd and 
Surratt, in that order. 

"I was just faster than Jeff (Stanton) 
today," Bayle said. “We passed each other 
a couple of times; I passed him and he 
passed me back. Once I got around him 
for the second time, I just had to work 
a little harder to stay ahead." 

On the victory podium, Bayle said he 
was "surprised" that Stanton passed him 
back. When asked to respond to Bayle's 
comment by the track announcer, 
Stanton jokingly replied, "Who's got the 
number-one plate?" Both riders laughed. 

Later Stanton said: "Im a little 
disgusted with myself, I just wasn't 
riding good today. He (Bayle) was simply 
faster than me. I wanted to win today." 

Matiasevich seemed a little surprised 
that he finished as well as he did. “I’m 
not a mud rider. I'm from California and 
we don't have much mud there. I felt 
like a fish out of water today.” 

Close racing was also lacking in the 
125cc clas, as LaRocco roosted away 
from the pack in the first 125cc moto. 
By the halfway point, the Kawasaki rider 
was 30 seconds clear of Cooper, who 
started the moto in third and survived 
a spectacular near-endo early in the 
moto. 

“On the third lap, I tried clearing the 
double in the back section, but my rear 
wheel hit a rut and kicked up," Cooper 
said. "I must've looked like Superman 
because my legs were flying behind me. 
I didn't want to land on my bike, so 
I landed on the side of it and ran 
alongside. It was actually kind of fun." 

Later that lap, Cooper stopped in the 
pits to change goggles and re-entered just 
ahead of Emig who was running in third. 
Emig, after getting the holeshot, had 
dropped to 10th on the first straightaway 
but worked his way back up. 

“I tried keeping Emig behind me by 
jumping a triple, but I cased it and 
crashed,” said Cooper. 

“Man, I worked my way back after 
the start,” said Emig. “Luckily, a lot of 
guys ahead of me crashed.” 

Emig inherited second when Cooper 
bailed and he then pulled away from the 
Suzuki rider. Cooper lost sight of Emig 
and ended up having to settle for a distant 
third. 

Erik Kehoe, riding an On The Line 
Racing-backed Honda, made full use 
of a top-five start and finished fourth, 


while Larry Ward, who started the 
moto in l4th, finished fifth, proving 
that persistence pays off. Ward, like 
Emig, took advantage of many riders 
ahead of him crashing in the mud. 
They included Team Peak's Buddy 
Antunez, who later got hopelessly 
stuck in a bog, Suzuki's Denny Ste- 
phenson, Kawasaki Team Green's 
Tim Ferry and Downers Grove Yama- 
ha's Jimmy Button. 

Button wound up sixth, just ahead of 
DGY teammate Chad Pederson, who at 
one time was running as high as fourth. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Stephen- 
son, Ferry and Montgomeryville Suzuki- 
backed Barry Carsten. 

Emig outgated everyone in the second 
moto, which was also shortened and 
ended up taking 10 minutes less to 
complete then the first moto. Emig had 
built up an 18-second lead over Button 
after the first lap. Button, however, soon 
surrendered second place to Cooper 
before crashing and dropping back. 

Taking full advantage of the clear 
track ahead of him, Emig stretched out 
a 35-second lead on Cooper by the end 
of the second lap. Cooper was being 
closely pursued by LaRocco and he 
managed to hold him off for another two 
laps before giving way. 

But LaRocco had no chance of 
catching the high flying Emig, who held 
a one-minute advantage at the halfway 
point. LaRocco, however, did manage 
to knock four seconds off Emig’s lead, 
but that was all, as the Yamaha pilot 
easily scored the second-moto win and 
the overall victory. 

LaRocco finished 25 seconds ahead of 
Cooper, whose teammate Steve Lamson 
was a distant fourth. Lamson had 
crashed in the first moto and had 
difficulty getting his motorcycle started 
because of clogged carburetor vent tubes. 

Larry Ward, once again, finished fifth, 
while North County Yamaha's Tyson 
Vohland grabbed sixth. Behind Vohland 
came Stephenson in seventh, while 
Button nipped Ryan Hughes and Ferry 
across the line for eighth. 

"I'm really happy to win my second 
race," said Emig. "Getting a good start 
was all-important and I knew that's what 
I had to do. It makes it a lot easier when 
you can get away from everyone and just 
ride your own race." - 

“T didn't get off to a good start," said 
LaRocco. “On the first lap, a guy ahead 
of me got crossed up in a rut and I had 
to jump off and run alongside my bike, 
then I crashed again and dropped to fifth. 
But I got right back up to third, and 
when I finally got around Cooper for 








second, I was a minute down on Emig; 
I had no chance of catching him." 
Cooper was content with third overall. 
“I tamed it down a little bit in the second 
moto," said Cooper. "I was trying to 


jump all the doubles in the first moto | 


but ended up crashing a bunch of times. 
I just didn't want to crash anymore. 
When I got into second, Emig was gone, 
so I just pretended I was leading and 
rode my own race. But Mike (LaRocco) 
was just faster than me today. I have to 
go for consistency now, because there's 


still a lot of races left.” CN

Davis makes it two 1n a row

OKLAHOMA CITY, OK, JULY 25 

empers flared and tears flowed at the 

Oklahoma City Half Mile, but 

privater Honda rider Will Davis 
ignored the fuss long enough to earn his 
second-consecutive National win. The 
27-year-old North Carolinian grabbed the 
holeshot at the start of the main event 
and was never headed as he slid away 
with the win at the Ronnie Jones and 
Keith Brewer-promoted, Dub Richardson 
Ford-Isuzu/KXY 96 FM-sponsored event 


at State Fair Speedway. 


For his third career National win, A&R 
Racing/Hondaline/Mother Fletchers/ 


Bell/Motion Pro/Fun Products/Emery's 
Cycle/Road Rider MC/Redline Cycles/ 
Dennis Town-sponsored Davis earned 
$5000 of the $33,000 purse, and vaulted 
into fifth in the series point standings. 

"I can't even begin to think about 
describing what I'm feeling," said Davis. 
“АП I can say is that I can't wait to get 
back to the miles and see what we can 
do." 

Completing the Honda RS750 sweep 
of the top three positions were M&M 
Racing/Bloomington Honda/Shoei/ 
Hondaline/Rocky Mountain Remanu- 


facturing/Tsubaki-backed Dan Ingram 
and two-time Grand National Champion 
Ricky Graham. After running second for 
the majority of the race, Graham fell prey 
to a late-race charge by Ingram and was 
forced to settle for third aboard his Goad- 
Irby/Hondaline/Arai/Weimer Plumb- 
ing/Floors by Long/Sports Center/ 
Yamaha of Salinas/S&S Unocal/Matt's 
Mufflers/Sports-sponsored machine. 

Over 9200 spectators turned out to 
watch the race that saw timing mishaps, 
protests and multiple crashes. 

Four-time Grand National Champion 
Scott Parker was transported to the 
hospital via ambulance after suffering 
facial lacerations and a suspected broken 
leg 1n a crash that brought the red flag 
out with four laps to go in the 25-lap 
main event. Parkers Harley-Davidson 
teammate Chris Carr spun out in turn 
two while running third and, as he 
strugeled to remove his bike from the 
track, Parker struck the bike's tail section 
and was sent cartwheeling to the outside 
of the track. At the hospital, Parker 
received stitches above his right eye, but 
X-rays showed that his leg was not broken 
as originally feared. 

"He's pretty well banged up and 
bruised, and his leg is pretty swollen," 
Parker's wife, Wanda, said at the hospital. 
“But he's coherent and basically okay." 

After he was released from the hospital, 
Parker flew to California to undergo 
therapy with Dr. Jeff Spencer, best known 
for his work with injured motocross 
racers. 

Though he was credited with 16th 
place and received only one point, Parker 
continues to lead the series point stand- 
ings, 156-149, over Carr, who regrouped 
for the restart of the main and turned 
inan eighth place finish to gain six points 
on the absent Parker. 

“I feel sick about the whole thing,” 
said Carr. "I want to beat Scotty on the 
track, not like this." 

Graham scooted into third in the ttle 
chase with 102 points, as Kevin Atherton 
struggled with his recently-broken arm 
and failed to qualify for the main. 
Atherton still maintains fourth over 
Davis, 102-88. 


Time trials 
Angry words were heard early in the 
day when Graham and Davis turned in 


what were arguably the fastest two 
qualifying laps of the day after waving 








off their initial attempts. Both riders were 
happy to hear the news from their teams 
as they returned to the pits, but were 


. angered when it was reported that the 


times weren't recorded. 

"I didn't enter their (Graham and 
Davis) numbers into the computer in 
time," said AMA timekeeper Gil Dosme- 
gan. “1 had them timed by hand, but not 
officially. I'm not going to declare them 
the fastest two of the day by hand." 

Graham and Davis were ordered to 
return to the track, and put an end to 
the situation by again turning in the two 
fastest times of 24.237 and 24.262 seconds, 
respectively. 

“Johnny (Goad) and Sarah (Irby) were 
worried that I would get mad and blow 
it, but I just went out and fast-timed 
again," said Graham, whose time was 
well off the track record of 23.992, set by 


Larry Pegram in 1991.. 

Rounding out the six fastest qualifiers 
who would comprise the Camel Chal- 
lenge field were Ingram, Pegram, three- 
time Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen and Carr. 


Heats 


Davey Camhln led the charge into turn 
one in the first 10-lap heat race, but 
slipped off the groove in turn two and 
was gobbled up by Graham and Bartels' 
Harley-Davidson rider Mike Hale. Once 
into the point position, Graham quickly 
began to pull away from the pack and 
enjoyed a five bike-length lead by the 
completion of lap one. 

As the race progressed, Graham con- 
tinued to pull away from the field and 
went on to win the heat with a 20-bike- 
length lead. Hale fought off the early 
advances of Camlin to finish second and 
earn a direct transfer spot to the main 
event. 

Jones suffered a mediocre start, but 
charged through the pack and nipped 
Camlin for third in the last turn. Though 
his charge was notable, Jones would have 
to compete in a semi. 

“There was no one to get 1n my way, 
so I just pinned it," said Graham. “You 
really have to stay on the groove 1f you 
plan on going fast." 

Suburban Motors' Jim Sumner had the 
fastest reactions in the second heat but 
could only fend off the charges of Davis 
and LA Racing-backed Rusty Rogers for 
a lap. 

Davis and Rogers freight-trained past 
Sumner as they raced into turn one for 
the second time. Sumner held up the rest 
of the field — most notably Davey Durelle 
and Terry Poovey — long enough to 
allow Davis and Rogers to run away with 
the two tickets to the main. Rogers tried 
every trick in the book to get past Davis, 
but he was forced to settle for second at 
the finish. 

"I could hear him back there, and it 
reminded me of last week at Parkers- 
burg," said Davis. “I just stayed low and 
guarded my line." 

Durelle and Poovey closed the gap on 
the leaders after passing Sumner, but it 
was too late and the duo finished in that | 
order more than two seconds off the pace. 

Steve Morehead dashed through turn 
one with the lead in the third heat, while 
Ingram, Parker and Carr argued over 
second. Ingram won the battle and set 
out after Morehead, who stuck to the 
inside line like glue. 

On lap four, George Roeder II lost 
control of his Harley in turn three while 
running eighth and brought out the red 
flag. 

Morehead sat at the front of the single- 
file restart, ahead of Ingram, Parker, Carr, 
Farris and the rest. Carr and Farris made 
the most of their second chance, and 
darted past Parker at the flash of the green 
light. | 

"I don't know what happened, I just 
spun off the line," said Parker. 








Morehead led Ingram, Carr, Farris and 
Parker into turn one and would never 
relinquish his lead. Just before the white 
flag came out, Carr found his-way past 
Ingram in three and four and went on 
to finish second. Ingram held on for third 
ahead of Parker, but like the rest of the 
field, would have to wait for another 
chance to qualify. 

“The track is a real pole-putter," said 
Morehead. “You have to stay right on 
the groove or else." 

In heat four, Springsteen, Aaron Hill 
and Rich King blasted into turn one 
virtually even, but after some bumping, 
King emerged the leader. 

Like Graham had done in the first heat, 
King twisted the throttle on his Honda 
and pulled out to a commanding 20-bike- 
length lead. Larry Pegram started fourth 
but quickly passed his way into third, 
behind Springsteen. 

Just before the halfway point, Spring- 
steen slipped off the groove in turn four 
and allowed Pegram to sneak past, but 
would eventually finish second and 
qualify for the main after Pegram parted 
company with his bike on the last lap. 

"I have no idea what happened," said 
Pegram.“One second I was haulin’, the 
next I was down." 

King scored an easy win aboard his 
Garvis Honda Town-backed machine, 
well ahead of Springsteen and a distant 
Atherton, who struggled to hold on with 
his injured arm. 

"Im still learning about this bike," said 
King of the Honda RS750 that Jones used 
to win last year's event. "Every lap I got 
more and more comfortable, and every 
lap I pulled further and further away." 

Semis 

Winchester Harley Rodney Farris 
grabbed the holeshot in the first eight- 
lap semi, but all eyes were on Jones, who 
started third, behind Dave Hebb. Jones 
quickly displaced Hebb and set out after 
Farris, who he passed on lap three. To 
the approval of the crowd, Jones pulled 
out a l5-bike-length lead aboard his 
Gardner  Racing-backed Harley- 
Davidson and went on to notch the win 
ahead of Farris and Poovey, who came 
from fifth to secure the third and final 
ticket to the main. 

‘Td say the crowd helps out, but I'm 
also really comfortable on this track," said 
crowd-favorite Jones. 

Arai’s Aaron Hill led the charge 1n the 
second semi and held off the charges of 
Parker for three laps before succumbing. 
Once into the lead, Parker pulled away 
from Hill, who held off the advances of 
Donahue Harley-Davidson's Davey 
Durelle to the finish. 

“We made some changes after the heat 
and seem to have things dialed in,” said 
Parker. 

The third semi brought controversy 
and protest. The entire field, with the 
exception of second-row starter Greg 
Crow, jumped the gun and was sent to 
the penalty line. Before the restart, AMA 
National referee Jerry Kennedy motioned 
to the nders that another false start would 
result in the guilty nder(s) being thrown 
out. 

Mertens proved to be too anxious on 
the restart, and the race was red flagged 
as the nders completed lap one. The 
entire field, including Mertens, was lined 
up for another try. 

This time, Mertens left the line legally 
and led the field through turn one. 
Ingram, Camlin, Pegram and Atherton 
shadowed Mertens around the track, all 
battling for one of the three available 
transfer positions. Ingram bumped 
Mertens off the groove on lap three and 
assumed the lead, but that 1s all Mertens 
would budge. Ingram established а 
healthy lead and went on to greet the 
checkered flag in first. The checkered was 
all Ingram saw, though, as starter Steve 





Feraci forgot to show the white flag before 
the start of the last lap. Mertens rode alone 
in second, while Camlin held off the 
advances of Pegram throughout the race 
to earn the third and final spot in the 
main. 

Immediately after the race, Pegram 
complained to referee Kennedy that he 
should have held true to his words and 
thrown Mertens out after he jumped the 
gun on the restart. Kennedy turned down 
Pegram's protest, as the rulebook states: 
“А rider on the penalty line whose front 
wheel touches that line before the official 
start may be disqualified." 

In the official results posted after the 
race, Ingram was credited with the win 
ahead of Mertens and Camlin, but 
Kennedy would later change his mind. 

Some 20 minutes later, after the Camel 
Challenge, Mertens was notified by 
Kennedy that he was disqualified from 
the semi and would not be allowed to 
participate in the National. Pegram 
would be the 17th rider to compete in 
the main, 

An uproar amongst the riders against 
the decision again put AMA officials 
under the gun. Talk of allowing both 
Mertens and Pegram to compete in the 
main — thus making it a field of 18 — 
was heard, and caused even more con- 
fusion. Riders scheduled to compete in 
the National staged an official protest, 
and refused to ride if Pegram was allowed 
to compete. Finally, Kennedy reversed his 
decision and declared Mertens the official 
qualifier. 

“All I’m saying is that Jerry (Kennedy) 
should have stuck to his word. Mertens 
jumped the line and should have been 
thrown out,” said Pegram. 

“If they were going to disqualify me, 
they should have done it before the race 
was restarted or immediately after the 
race,” said Mertens. “Not 20 minutes later 
like they did. Do you know how it feels 
to think you’ve made the main and have 
someone tell you that you're DQ'ed?" 

Kennedy was unavailable for com- 
ment, but National dirt track manager 
Mike Kidd said: "Mertens should have 
been thrown out right then, but wasn't. 
We shouldn't have waited around like 
we did." 


Camel Challenge 


Fast-qualifier Graham chose to start 
the five-lap $10,000 Camel Challenge on 
the outside pole, with Ingram, Davis, 
Pegram, Springsteen and Carr to his left, 
in that order. Davis hooked up the best 
at the flash of the green light and led 
Pegram and Graham into turn one. Carr 
was fifth, while Springsteen seemed 
content with sixth. 

"Hell, I'm happy just to be making 
these things," said Springsteen, who has 
qualified for three Camel Challenges thus 
far in the season. 

Ingram plowed into the rear of Gra- 
ham's bike on the first lap and Carr snuck 
under them as they scrambled to get back 
on the groove. Davis was next to slip off 
the groove, and Pegram was quick to rail 
past and into the lead. 

Davis' slip also allowed Carr to scoot 
past and into second. On lap three, Carr 
dove under Pegram and stole the lead as 
they slid into turn one. Carr went on to 
win with inches to spare over Pegram, 
while Davis, Ingram, Graham and 
Springsteen crossed the finish line well 
off the pace. 

“I started bad, but everyone was 
ramming each other and I just snuck 
right by,” said Carr, who earnéd $5000 
for his win. “I never touched a soul." 

“I was thinking, ‘Okay, just take it easy 
and you'll win,’ " explained Pegram. “I 
guess I took it too easy, because Chris 
just came flying by me." 


Junior National 
Roy Hart Jr. blasted the competition

in the first six-lap Junior heat, and led 
Ty Howard, Jaime Aguilar and Alan 
Eadie across the line and into the main. 
Allon McBee did. the same in the 
second heat, topping Brett Landes, 
Shane McNally and Joel Barrow, while 
James Hart left Tim Selby, Donald 
Paul and Chad Barth behind in the 
third heat. 

James Hart assumed the lead early in 
the 15-lap Junior National and fended 
off the repeated attacks of his brother, 
Roy, to earn his first win of the season. 
Roy finished a close second, while Selby 
overcame a lackluster start to motor into 
third at the race’s end. 

Landes and McBee challenged James 
Hart early in the race, but dropped off 
the pace near the mid-way point. McBee 
managed to hold onto fifth, behind 
Barrow, while Landes was relegated to 
llth with mechanical troubles. 

‘Tm glad it was my brother behind 
me," said Hart Racing/Neil Keen/Bell/ 
Lou's/Hogwash-sponsored James Hart. 
“But I still wasn't going to give him any 
chances.” 


National 


The 25-lap National got off to a rocky 
start when Hale and Springsteen tangled 
right off the line and brought out the 
red flag. Hale hit the ground and tumbled 
to a stop, while Springsteen rode to the 
side of the track with his teammate’s 
motorcycle stuck to his rear wheel. 

“I was just charging, then I looked up 
and saw Springer right there. I couldn't 
stop," said Hale, who later discovered that 
his right wrist was broken. Hale had 
previously broken the same wrist in an 
exhibition race in Italy in 1990. 

Davis grabbed the holeshot on the 
complete restart and raced through turn 
one with Graham, King, Ingram and 
Carr on his tail. Graham glued himself 
to Davis’ rear fender and the two riders 
began to pull away from King, who had 
his hands full with Ingram and Carr. 
Parker left the line poorly, and completed 
the first lap in 12th place. 

Carr was the first rider to make a move; 
and zapped Ingram in turn two. Next 
to feel Carr's heat was King, but the part- 
time racer held tough until the 11th lap. 

By the time Carr worked his way into 


- third, Davis and Graham had established 


a 10-bike-length lead. While Graham 





continued to hound Davis, Carr began 
to eat away at the distance between them. 

Carr closed 1n on the lead duo by the 
18th lap, while Parker had struggled 
through the pack and moved up to 
seventh. At that point, the top 10 read: 
Davis, Graham, Carr, King, Ingram, 
Jones, Parker, Rogers, Morehead and 
Springsteen. 

Carr looked ready to challenge Graham 
for second, but all hell broke loose on 
the 21st lap when Carr crashed in turn 
two. 

"I hit a hole and the rear end slipped 
out from under me," said Carr. 

Carr scrambled to pick his machine up 
and move it off the groove, but failed 
to notice that the bike was still running. 
When the rear wheel touched the ground, 
it spun onto the track and clipped Parker 
as he sped by. 

Parker crashed hard and was taken to 


the hospital, but suffered only a banged- - 


up left leg and a cut above his eye from 
his glasses. 

Just after passing the Carr/Parker 
crash, Morehead's throttle stuck wide 
open and the series veteran was sent 
crashing into the haybales lining turn 
three. Morehead didn’t suffer serious 
injury, but was too sore to continue. 

Davis headed the single-file restart, and 
for the next five laps would continue to 
ride flawlessly. After pressuring him 
throughout the race, Graham struggled 
after the restart and allowed Ingram to 
sneak past. 

“Will was riding so smooth, he would 
have had to make a mistake for me to 
pass him,” said Graham. “I could stay 
right on him, but after the restart I felt 
like I had oil on my tires. I went high, 
and Danny got me." 

The oil Graham spoke of may have 
come from Camlin's Harley, as he was 
pulled from the single-file restart with-a 
leaking machine. 

“I can't believe it," said a heartbroken 
Camlin. 


Davis greeted the checkered flag with 


room to spare over Ingram, while 
Graham held on to finish a distant third. 
Rounding out the top five were Rogers 
and Jones, who snuck past King on the 
restart. | 

“I felt like I was on rails,” said Davis. 
“I just concentrated on staying smooth.

Italian sky over Lonigo as Greg 


Hancock crossed the finish line at’ 


the end of a pulsating World Cham- 
pionship Pairs Final to give the U.S.A. 
its first speedway title since 1982. 
With England and the U.S. tied at 
the top of the scorechart with 23 points 
each, Hancock was the man nominated 
for the run-off against England 
skipper Gary Havelock to decide the 
championship. Hancock responded in 


style, edging ahead in the first turn and 
then steadily pulling away from his 
rival for a brilliant victory. 

It was a bittersweet moment for 
Hancock, still smarting from his 
rejection by the AMA selectors for the 
World Individual Championships. 
Following the cancelation of the 
American qualifying round, Hancock 
was one of the five riders seeded into 
the championships on the basis of last 
year's averages in the British League,

but after his entry forms for the 
Overseas Final had been confirmed, 
the AMA had second thoughts. They 
decided that American National 
Champion Mike Faria and last sea- 
son's top qualifier Rick Miller should 
get priority and Hancock and Bobby 
Ott were out. 

Strenuous attempts by Hancock to 
get reinstated proved futile. Ironically, 
although he was not considered to be 
among the top five, he was good 
enough to get the third-place spot on 
the World Pairs team. 

Sam Ermolenko and Ronnie Correy 
formed the American spearhead, but 
after they were left behind in track- 
record time by Havelock in their 
opening heat and were shown the way 
home by three-time World Champion 
Hans Nielsen of Denmark the next 
time out, team manager John Scott 
decided it was time to make a change. 
Correy was pulled out and Hancock 
was given the opportunity to prove just 
how badly the AMA blundered with 
their World Championship selection. 

Hancock grabbed his chance with 
both hands, joining Ermolenko to

Ihe American team was back in 


contention and although they had to 
settle for the minor placings behind 
home favorite Armando Castagna in 
the fourth round, another lightning 
getaway by Hancock gave him the edge 
on ex-champ Per Jonsson in the next 
heat while Ermolenko tucked into 
third place and held off Sweden's 
Henrik Gustafsson. 

The Americans still needed full 
points from the final race against the 
Australian pairing of Leigh Adams 
and Craig Boyce to draw even with 
England, but Hancock and Ermolenko 
were now in full flight and in no mood 
to let the chance slip. Hancock shot 
into the lead and although Adams 
briefly headed Ermolenko, the Amer- 
ican skipper was quickly through to 
link up with his partner. 

Team manager Scott had a hard 
decision to make when it came to 
making his nomination for the runoff. 
Although Ermolenko had ridden 
magnificently he was not. altogether 
happy with his gating and it was 
Hancock, who had been super from 
the tapes, who was handed the task of 
facing Havelock. The England team’s 
captain had a slight advantage going 
into the first turn, but Hancock, on 
the inside, came out ahead and though 
Havelock was on his tail all the way 
he could not find a way through. 

“It was a wonderful feeling as I 
crossed the finish line, the sweetest 
moment of my career," said the 
delighted Hancock. “Ever since that 
World Championship business I have 
been looking for the opportunity to 
prove just how wrong the AMA was 
to act as they did and Lonigo gave me 
the chance. 

"I was really nervous before the 
meeting began, but when the runoff 
came and Scotty decided I was the man, 
I was ready to do it. I was so pumped 
up for the race there was no way I was 
going to lose. I just had to prove my 
point to the AMA. It was perfect. My 
one regret is that the AMA officials 


were not here to see it, but ГЇЇ sure 


let them know. 

"As soon as I get back to England 
I'll send them a fax, giving them the 
results," added Hancock, who is still 
talking to lawyers about possible legal 
action against the AMA. 

Ermolenko shared in Hancock's 
glory. “I would live to have been in 
the runoff, but gating was so impor- 
tant and Greg had been going well and 
you have to do what's best for the 
team,” said Ermolenko. “We were not 
worried when England and Sweden 
were setting the pace, we were going 
for it from the word go." 

It was the first U.S. victory in the 
Pairs Final since Dennis Sigalos and 
Bobby Schwartz succeeded in 1982, and 
it ended a seven-year domination by 
Denmark, who is now suffering from 
the backlash of losing two World 
Champions — Erik Gundersen and 
Jan Pedersen in the last three seasons, 
both with spinal injuries. єх

Rainey takes aim at Doohan

MAGNY COURS, FRANCE, JULY 19 
arlboro Yamaha's Wayne Rainey 
won his second GP of the season 
at Magny Cours, showing a 
crowd of 56,000 in perfect weather how 
a champion can come back from injury 
and control the race from the front. 


Rothmans Honda's Wayne Gardner 
was second, and Rainey’s teammate 
John Kocinski third - the first time the 
two Yamaha riders have been together 


on the rostrum all season. 
With title leader Michael Doohan still 


absent and Lucky Strike Suzuki's Kevin 
Schwantz crashing out, the win moved 
Rainey back to second in the World 
Championship, just 37 points behind 
Doohan. With three races left and 60 
points on the table, his return to form 
means that Doohan had better get well 
soon. 

But the French Grand Prix, the 10th 
round of the 13-race championship, was 
something of a race of attrition, where 
backmarkers played a crucial role on the 
new circuit, full of one-line slow corners 
and lacking in passing places; and in 
which both pole starter Doug Chandler 


and his Lucky Strike Suzuki teammate 
Schwantz crashed unhurt on the same 
corner. Assen winner Alex Criville also 
fell from his Campsa Honda, and there 
were only 18 finishers. 

The 250cc GP went to the Aprilias 
again, with practice crasher Loris 
Reggiani pipping Pier-Francesco Chili 
after the pair had been within touching 
distance all race long. Third went to title 
leader Luca Cadalora, who missed the 
chance of tying up his second World 
Championship here. The Rothmans 
Honda rider, who crashed in morning 
warm-up, just beat Jochen Schmid’s 
Yamaha over the line. But Schmid 
blamed wild card rider Jean-Michel 
Bayle for getting in his way when he 
was being lapped for denying him 
Yamaha’s first 250cc rostrum since 1989 
- all part of an inglorious GP debut for 
the motocross superstar, who finished 
next to last in the race. 

The 125cc GP was another victory for 
Semprucci Honda’s Ezio Gianola, who 
ran away with it after his closest rival 
Fausto Gresini crashed his Marlboro 
Honda. Second and third were the 
Honda riders Noboru Ueda and Jorge 
Martinez, іп a close finish. But it was a . 
bad day for title leader Ralf Waldmann, 
who faded to 10th with a broken reed 
valve and saw his title lead cut to one 
point over Gianola. 

The Sidecar GP went to Rolf Biland, 
his third win in succession, with Egbert 
Streuer second and Klaus Klaffenbock 
third. It was Streuer’s best result of a 
bad year, and a worrying day for title 
leader Steve Webster, who was fourth 
after suffering carburetor problems. 

A small statistic: all four classes were 
won on different makes of tires. The 
Sidecar winner used Yokohamas, the 
125cc winner was on Bridgestones, the 
250cc on Dunlops and the 500cc on 
Michelins. 


500cc GP - 


Kocinski was first out of the trap, but 
Rainey was in front by the end of the 
first lap, with his teammate behind and 
Chandler tucked up in third. 

Rainey set about making a break for 
it, while Gardner, in a blustery mood, 
came charging through to take second 
on lap two, with Chandler following. 

Gardner was really on the move, and - 
his pace apparently did in the pole 
starter. It was on lap five that Chandler 
lost the front wheel on one of the second 
gear turns, and slid off unhurt. He free- 
wheeled back to the pits, saying: "I seem 
to be having trouble getting through the 
early laps of these races." (A reference to 
his similar Assen crash.) 

Rainey kept his head down, as 
Gardner closed to within a second. A 
fine battle seemed in store, and the 
Australian set fastest lap of the race on 
the fifth tour. But then: "The bike 
seemed to eat the rear tire up really 
quickly, and I was getting tired, so I 
thought I’ve spent enough time lying on 
the ground this year and I'd be better off 
finishing second.” ; 

He was soon under pressure from 
Kocinski and Juan Garriga, with the 
Spanish Yamaha getting ahead of the 
American briefly after Kocinski ran 
wide. “He never overtook me,” said 
Kocinski. "I just made a couple of mis- 
takes that allowed him to get ahead." 

They were closing gradually on 
Gardner until the Australian managed 
to get a couple of backmarkers between 
them for one of the first-gear corners, 
and that opened the gap up again for 
their positions to be fixed for the finish, 
with fourth-placed Garriga three sec- 
onds adrift at the end. 

Hungary winner Eddie Lawson was 
fifth on the only Cagiva (teammate 
Barros had broken a collarbone in prac- 
tice), and was saved from an attack from 








Niall Mackenzie in the early stages by 
similar back-marker intervention. 
Mackenzie managed to stay comfortably 
ahead of Banco-Yamaha teammate 
- Miguel DuHamel, who had held on well 
from a strong start, and was eventually 
relieved of the persistent attentions of 
Randy Mamola when the American 
faded, to finish a lonely eighth. 

Schwantz had been in fifth place 
until after half distance, riding quite 
alone, when he also lost the front wheel 
in exactly the same place as Suzuki 
teammate Chandler. “If I’d been 100 
percent strong I may have saved it, but I 
just didn't have enough strength in my 
left arm," he said (the arm is still in a 
lightweight plaster cast). 

Along with Criville's crash early in 
the race, this left points available for pri- 
vateers; and the man who took most of 
them was GP debutant Jamie Whitham, 
riding a Harris Yamaha in fine style. The 
British bright hope came under severe 
pressure from Toshiyuki Arakaki until 
the Japanese charger obligingly ran 
wide a few laps from the end, recover- 
ing to take 10th and last point some 12 
seconds adrift. 

Kiwi replacement for Peter Goddard 
on Bob Maclean's Valvoline Roc- 
Yamaha, Andrew Stroud, had been up 
with this scrap until he faded to 11th 
with his rear Dunlop blistering; Serge 
David's Roc Yamaha was 12th, and Cees 
Doorakkers 13th. There were 18 finish- 
ers, with Papa's Librenti last, two laps 
behind. 


Rainey's win moved him to second in 
the championship, closing on Doohan, 
93 points to 130. Schwantz drops to 
third on 87, Chandler is fourth on 72, 
with Kocinski fifth on 67. 


250cc GP 


Young Italian lion Max Biaggi was 
out before it had begun. His Aprilia had 
ignition trouble on the warm-up, and 
wasn't able to start. HB Honda rider 
Helmut Bradl had already withdrawn 
because of his injured back, but there 
were plenty of Italians ready to take 
their places, with Loris Capirossi's 
semi-works Marlboro Honda RS/Spl 
the first to lead, only to be over- 
whelmed by the  Aprilias of 
Pierfrancesco Chili and Loris Reggiani 
and Doriano Romboni's Honda RS/Spl 
on the second lap. 

Carlos Cardus (Repsol Honda NSR) 
was also in the leading pack, and the 
similar bikes of Masahiro Shimizu and 
Luca Cadalora close behind, with Jochen 
Schmid closing up on the sole works 
Yamaha. 

The first major shuffle happened at 
the end of lap three, when Shimizu was 
high-sided at the pit lane corner, lucky 
to avoid getting hit, and slowing down 
first Schmid and then Ruggia's Gilera 
among the pursuers. 

Romboni was the next to go, suffer- 
ing gearbox seizure in the same place at 
the end of the seventh lap, luckily with- 
out crashing, when he was in second 
place.

Roche cool in Italian heat

MUGELLO, ITALY, JULY 19 
n the searing heat of Mugello, with 
| the temperature into the 905, Ray- 
mond Roche played it cool to take 
two-bitterly fought all-Ducati duels in 
this seventh round of the Diesel Jeans 
World Superbike Championship. 


In two hectic 18-lap, 58.66-mile - 


races, Roche showed his privately 
entered, factory Ducati to be margi- 
nally faster than the official Team 
Police bikes of Doug Polen and 
Giancarlo Falappa right where it 
mattered — in the final drag race from 
the last corner to the checkered flag. 

Roche went into the meeting trail- 
ing championship leader Rob Phillis 
by 33 points and second placeman 
Doug Polen by 22, but with maximum 
points on the day, he is third overall 
— but now only 14 points behind new 
series leader, Polen. 

While Polen, the defending World 
Champion, has the points lead, it was 


. a frustrating day for him. In the first 


leg his motor lost its edge midway 
through the race, then in the second 
leg, a wrong tire choice meant he could 
not get the drive off the all-important 
final turn. 

For Phillis it was much worse as he 
slips to second in the standings and 
is under pressure from Roche. The 
Team Moving Kawasaki rider saw his 
points lead disappear when he crashed 
out of the first leg and could only finish 
a distant fifth 1n the second, hampered 
by tire problems. 

Falappa's continued form takes him 
closer to the championship leader. 
With some typically forceful riding on 
the Police Ducati, he grabbed a third 
and second — and is only eight points 
behind Roche. 

Fabrizio Pirovano had a disappoint- 
ing weekend on the factory BYRD 
Yamaha. Plagued by suspension trou- 
bles in qualifying, they continued into 
the race and he could only muster fifth 
in race one after a battle with Yamaha 
privateer Adrien Morillas. Pirovano 
crashed out of the second race after a 
coming together with Virginio Ferrari. 

Fred Merkel had an even worse time. 


For the first time since coming back 
from injury, Merkel looked on the pace 
and qualified seventh but was a 
retirement in both races. In the first 
leg he was in the leading quartet until 
his motor blew and clutch failure put 
him out of the second leg. 

Rich Arnaiz kept the Stars and 
Suipes flying with a brilliant ninth 
place on the 1991-spec Rumi Honda 
RC30 in the first leg — by far his best 
result of the season. He didn't get such 
a good start in race two and finished 
12th. 

Qualifying 

The Ferrari-owned facility at 
Mugello might be in Ducati country, 
but it was by no means all red on the 
front row of the grid after three sessions 
of qualifying in stifling hot sunshine. 

Predictably, though, it was a Ducati 
on pole. Frenchman Roche was fastest 
for the second meeting in succession. 
He was running Michelin race rubber 
in the final session with a one-minute, 
58.126-second lap. After his hot lap, 
Roche took a shoulder massage to 
relieve overworked muscles and 
quipped: “I’m too old for this, maybe 
I should drive cars. It is hard work 
around here, many changes of 
direction." 

Italian Falappa was second quickest 
with a 1:58.470, but revealed his time 
was also set on race rubber and not 
on Dunlop qualifiers. “We had no 
ume to try the qualifying tires," said 
Falappa. “It is good to know my best 
lap was on the same tire I will use in 
the race. 

Falappa was the center of attention 
after an outburst in Friday's Italian 
national sports daily, Gazzetta Dello 
Sport, in which he claimed he was 
receiving inferior equipment to Polen 
during Friday's practice. Falappa 
denied the story saying, "I told the 
journalist we had a small problem, but 
suddenly it is a major problem in the 
newspaper." 

Polen said that as far as he knows, 
everyone with Dunlop contracts are on 


the same tires. He added: “It is up to 
Falappa to make the choice of how to 
set up his motorcycle.” 

Polen was fourth on the leaderboard 
with a 1:58.770, just over a 10th of a 
second slower than third placed Rob 
Phillis. The Texan had struggled both 
days to find the optimum geometry 
setup to suit the flowing track and 
when he was finally ready to go for 
a really quick lap, his team got the 
sticky qualifying Dunlops on too late 
and Polen took the checkered about 
five seconds too early on what would 
have been his fast lap. 

Phillis was hauling on the solitary 
Team Moving Kawasaki. He clocked 
his quick lap on an 1865-spec Michelin 
then pitted for a slightly softer 1866 
(the same compound Roche set pole 
with) and went out for a hot lap, but 
was thwarted in his efforts when the 
battery went flat. He coasted back to 
the pits with a dead motor. 

"Shit, I could have done a 57," he 
said. "But I’m happy, the bike is really 
going well and I’m looking forward 
to tomorrow. The start will be 1mpor- 
tant but I don’t think we’re going to 
see a whole load of bikes up front this 
weekend. Maybe for the first few laps, 
but this is a real scratcher’s circuit and 
after that you'll see the good guys with 
the best tires moving clear.” 

Surprise package on the front row 
was Frenchman Adrien Morillas on 
little more than a kitted privately 
entered 1991 FZR750R OWO01 Yamaha. 
"I can do one, maybe two fast laps but 
it will not be possible in the race. It 
is really hard work," said the 34-year- 
old former 500cc GP rider. 

Merkel was back in the ballpark for 
the first time since hurting his ankle 
in pre-season testing at Monza. 
Merkel posted seventh fastest time, 
two tenths slower than sixth-placed 
Belgian Stephane Mertens, with a 
1:59.691 clocked in the first session 
on Saturday. 

"I was on the fourth row in Spain, 
third row in Austria and second row 
here. I'm climbing that big tree," he 
said with a grin. “I think I can be up 
there in the race. The Yamaha 15 really 
good off the line and it's not too bad 
coming off the second row." 

BYRD Yamaha teammate Pirovano 
qualified back in llth place, com- 
plaining of a badly pattering front end 
all weekend. He didn't quite break the 
two minute barrier with a 2:00.65. 

In front of him, in the 59s, were an 
impressive Virginio Ferrari on a Team 
Grottini Ducati, Daniele Amatriain 
(Marlboro Ducati) and Carl Fogarty, 
who borrowed Amatriain's spare 
motor to clock a 1:59.907 after only 
completing six laps in the previous 
two sessions. 

Arnaiz qualified his Rumi Honda 
on the fourth row of the grid with a 
2:00.64. But there were 11 riders cutting 
two equal times and Arnaiz was only 
two tenths slower than his teammate 
Baldassarre Monti, and the latter had 
the latest '92 spec RC30, while Arnaiz 
was on the 1991 bike. 


Race one 


With the temperature soaring into 
the 90s, Pirovano charged into the lead 
from the fourth row. Ferrari also got 
away well in second followed by Polen, 
Merkel, Monti, Roche, Lindholm, 
Morillas, Mertens and Falappa. 

Pirovano only led for one lap before 
Mertens took up the running, the 
Yamaha rider already struggling with 
front end patter in the chicane and the 
long final turn. The BYRD team had 
switched to steel discs after qualifying 
in a bid to increase front end weight, 
and Ohlins had made some suspension 
changes but he was still losing drive 


off the turns after being forced to back 
off mid-corner. 

Pirovano also preferred the steel 
discs saying that the course didn't 
require a lot of heavy braking but a 
lot of feathering of the brakes and the 
carbons did not offer enough feel. 

BYRD teammate Merkel was an 
early retirement, pulling up on the 
third lap when his engine broke at the 
end of the start/finish straight. He 
hobbled back to the pits to the sym- 
pathetic cheers of the crowd. 

Meanwhile, the now familiar super- 
bike battle up front was shaping up. 
At one-third distance — six laps — 
Mertens still led with Pirovano cling- 
ing on to second place but under 
extreme pressure from Roche, Polen, 
Falappa, Phillis and Fogarty. Only 1.2 
seconds separated them, then came 
Morillas, a gap to Ferrari and Lind- 
holm, then another gap to Arnaiz, 
Amatriain et all. 

Morillas actually tagged onto the 
lead group two laps later, a really 
impressive effort on nothing more 
than a kitted Yamaha. | 

But the race for the lead had a 
distinctly red look to it. Mertens, 
Roche, Falappa and Polen were the 
front runners, all over each other in 
the turns with Mertens just holding 
them off by virtue of some brave late 
braking. 

Lap 10 and Phillis had gone miss- 
ing. He lost the front end under 
braking at the top end of the course 
and slid off, almost taking Polen with 
him. Polen said, “He was right there 
in the middle of the corner, scrubbing 
off speed real quick as he slid. I had 
nowhere to go and lost a lot of time 
avoiding him." 

Phillis said, “Еајарра nearly ran me 
off the track in the chicane so I was 
trying to make up some ground. I just 
got in too hot on the brakes. I guess 
I was still a bit angry from what 
happened before.” 

Sure enough, next time around 
Mertens, Roche and Falappa were 
clear. And Morillas had overtaken 
Pirovano's factory bike for fifth. 

Roche took the lead on lap 12 when 
Mertens' engine died momentarily 


- going into turn one. ““This is not the 


first time this has happened," said 
Mertens of a possible fuel pick-up 
problem that he suffered at Hocken- 
heim. Almost a second back came 
Polen and a little further back Moril- 
las, still holding off Pirovano. Fogarty 
was off the back and struggling. 

"It was okay while I could draft but 
I didn't have good grip on the front 
end," said Fogarty. “It was like on 
marbles in some of the corners, pat- 
tering all across the road. It meant I 
was losing drive out of the corners.” 

Morillas was also in trouble, albeit 
only briefly. “The rear brake packed 
up, "he said. “And it took me a little 
bit of time to work out what 
happened." 

А lap later Polen had forged back 
among the leading trio and we looked 
set for another great superbike finale. 
But Roche had other ideas; on the 16th 
lap he suddenly had a 1.55-second 
break and next time around it was 
nearly two seconds after cutting his 
fastest lap of the race. 

With one lap to run, Mertens was 
suddenly off the back and out of touch 
with Falappa/Polen. Mertens had gear 
selection problems and twice hit 
neutral going into the turns and 
almost crashed one time. It was his first 
race with the Tellert electronic shifter. 
Mertens' crew set about disconnecting 
the system for the second leg. 

Roche crossed the line to win his 
third superbike race of the year — but 
his first since winning the second

round at Donington in April. “I chose 
a very hard front tire to last the 
distance," said Roche who also got 
fastest lap — a 1:58.33, just outside 
Polen's 1:58.23 lap record. “I had no 
tire problems — just maybe a couple 
of rear slides in the last couple of laps. 
I started slow and watched everyone 
else but I set my fastest laps near the 
end. The heat didn't bother me at all.” 

Polen took second but planned some 
changes between races. ““The engines 
didn't feel strong towards the middle 
of the race," said Polen. “We’ll work 
on that and maybe a few other small 
things for the second.” 

Falappa. was not too happy with 
third place. The grim-faced Italian 
said: “After 10 laps my engine was not 
so fast. It was difficult to keep up." 

Mertens took fourth, nearly one and 
a half seconds behind Falappa while 
Pirovano just held on to fifth place 
from Morillas. The Frenchman was 
elated with the result. “Great race," he 
said, “But Pirovano's bike was too fast 
for me at the finish line." 

Pirovano's bike may have been 
quicker but was in danger of boiling 
over for much of the race. “Тһе 
temperature was very hot most of the 
race," said Pirovano's crew chief 
Norris Farrow. “Не (Pirovano) fin- 
ished the race with it showing 115 
(centigrade) degrees. These things 
made good power around 85. You can 
get away with running them to 95 but 
over 100, phew!” 

Fogarty took a lone seventh, then 
came Amatriain on the Marlboro 
Ducati, just ahead of Arnaiz. It was 
a great ride to ninth for the Rumi 
Honda rider — by far his best perfor- 
mance of the series to date. “I was all 
over him in the long uphill right- 
hander, but I pushed the front end a 
little too hard a couple of times near 
the end and he got away from me,” 
Arnaiz said. 


Race two 


Between races, Pirovano’s team 
decided to fit a narrower front rim in 
a bid to cure the pattering problem and 
Mertens had his electronic gear shifter 
disconnected. Merkel opted to run his 
spare bike while Fogarty discovered his 
front wheel was out of balance and 
rectified that, hoping this was the 
cause of his pattering. 

For Merkel, the race was over at the 
start when his clutch burned out. 
Mertens, too, was in trouble. He 
arrived at the first corner in front, sat 
up to brake and downshift, only to find 
the tip of the gear lever had broken 
off. 

"I was going to pull in when I 
discovered this," said the Belgian. “Т 
didn’t think it would be possible to 
change gear without it, but I hooked 
my foot inside under what was left of 


the lever and it worked. I missed several 
gears on the first lap until I got used 
to it and decided to carry on." 

The Total Wanty Ducati rider had 
dropped to sixth 1n the first turn while 
Pirovano again took up the early 
running. 
Polen got in front on the first lap and 
tried to make a break. 

Roche was way back in 13th place 
on the opening lap. “I made a bad start 
and got to the first corner with riders 
all around me," he commented. 

In one lap Polen had almost a 
second, but Falappa chased him down. 
Polen said: "It's always a good 1dea 
to get away if you can. That way you 
don't get people diving up the inside 
of you, messing up your lines trying 
to get the lead." 

That was exactly what happened. 
The pair had almost three seconds 
inside four laps on the pursuing bunch 
but that was quickly cut as Falappa 
repeatedly shoved under Polen into 
turn one and spoiled his lines. 

Although they both continued to 
hold off the bunch, the gap disap- 
peared and by middle distance, 
Mertens and Roche were right with 
them, the latter having made fantastic 
progress through the pack. 

Just behind were Fogarty and Phil- 
lis, then came Pirovano Morillas and 
Ferrari, who had started well but 
quickly faded again. 

Phillis was in trouble with a wrong 
tire choice and already discovering the 
error of his ways. “The front was a 
bit of a drama and started to go off 
about the same time Fogarty came by," 
he admitted. 

Once Fogarty got clear of Phillis he 
latched onto the leading foursome and 
Phillis started to close them down too 
but eventually opted to settle for a safe 
sixth. “I rode like an old mole at a 
christening in the last few laps," said 
Phillis. “Га say having 25 kilos extra 
(a reference to weight differences 
between the twins and fours) on a day 
like today didn't help. I certainly won't 
be celebrating tonight." 

With four laps left the race lost 
Pirovano and Ferrari. Into the first 
corner, Pirovano tried to adjust his 
front brake lever and Ferrari swept 
inside. The Yamaha rider fought back 
into contention, but as they peeled into 
the chicane there was a coming 
together and both went down. 


Meanwhile, with Phillis settling for 


points, the five up front were going 
for glory. Polen looked to have the 
measure of his rivals along the start 
straight but with three laps left Roche 
tried to take control of the race into 
turn one, only to drift wide and let 
Polen back in front. 

Then a lap later in the same place, 
Falappa went into the corner way too 
quick and had everything locked up 


But it was a brief lead as

and sliding. Healmost took Roche and 
Polen with him. Mertens also was in 
trouble, his motor quitting again as 
he changed down into the corner — 
a faulty fuel pump was thought to be 
the cause. But every one of them 
collected themselves up and headed off 
for the final lap. 

Mertens got no further than the next 
corner, highsiding into the gravel bed 
and he tried too hard to make up the 
lost ground. 

That left three and it all came down 
to the final turn. Falappa led them out, 
but Roche’s bike was the quickest off 
the corner and he ducked under the 
checkered 0.187-of-a-second in front of 
Falappa with Polen 0.425 further back. 

Roche said: “My bike was faster than 
Doug’s and Falappa’s; only a little bit, 
but enough to pass them on the 
straight. I tucked myself in as small 
as possible and it worked. 

“Before this race I was 33 points 
behind Robbie and 23 behind Polen. 
Now I am only 10 points behind Polen. 
There is a long way to go in the 
championship yet!" 

Falappa finished second, pushing 
Polen back to third on the run to the 
line. "When I wanted to up the pace 
(in the final corner) the setup wasn't 
quite there," said Polen referring to 
his tire choice. Polen also admitted he 
had some clutch chatter going into the 
corners which was causing him some 
concern. 

Fogarty inherited fourth place after 
Merten's last-lap crash. He said: “That 
was a lot better. The balanced front 
wheel made things work a lot better. 
I still lack some speed but I can keep 
up when I slipstream. The motor pulls 
to 11,500 then. When I'm on my own 
it will only pull to 11,000.” 

Phillis took a lone fifth and Morillas 





completed his excellent day in sixth 
place. Further back, Arnaiz finished 
12th after a race-long battle with the 
Kawasakis of Bontempi and Hoffman 
and the Yamaha of de Vries. 

The championship remains wide 
open and the two races on successive 
weekends (August 23 and August 30) 
in the Far East at Johor, Malaysia, and 


Sugo, Japan, will be crucial. CN

races were completed before the skies 
let loose and brought Wedensday 
evening's activities to a halt. Though 
repeated attempts were made to dry the 
quarter-mile asphalt oval track, the 
rest of the program would have to wait. 
Rain again fell from the sky on 
Thursday, but the track was deemed 
dry enough for competition. 


Texas Harley-Davidson-sponsored 
Poovey burned rubber around the short 
track, and set the fastest qualifying lap 
of 15.34 seconds. Davis was just a tick 
back with a 15.39 lap, while defending 
MARS Champion and hometown 
favorite, Rusty Rogers, was forced to 
wave off his first lap after nearly 
crashing in turn one. On his second 
attempt, however, Rogers tried a little 
too hard and crashed in turn three. 
Rogers ended up 27th in time trials, 


апа was the last rider to fill the 


evening's program. 

Only the winners of the six Junior/ 
Expert heat races would advance to the 
final, so a good start and smart riding

would be critical. Poovey and Davis 
provided little excitement and ran 
away with the wins in the first two 
heats, while Larry Pegram and Rogers 
locked horns in the third heat. Pegram 
held the initial lead, but Rogers used 
a low line in turn two to take over 
the point. Pegram glued himself to 
Ropers' rear wheel, but would have to 
settle for second and a spot in a semi. 

Bartels' Harley-Davidson-sponsored 
Mike Hale blasted to the win in the 
fourth heat race just before the rains 
came and brought the program to an 
end. 

Unfortunately, several riders were 
unable to return the following night, 
due to conflicting travel plans. One of 
those riders was Erik Graybeal, the 
pole-sitter in the fifth. heat. Dan 
Ingram was the winner in that race, 
and Steve Burkholder topped the sixth 
and final heat. 

With the threat of rain still in the 
air, the last chance qualifier was 
eliminated, and the top two finishers 
in each semi would go to the final. 

The first semi went down to the wire 
with Duane Veeder and Bryan Villella 
exchanging paint throughout the 
entire race. Veeder came out on top, 
but both riders earned a ticket to the 
main. 

Brian Tillson bested Mike Dillon in 
the second semi, while Pegram flat out 


ran away in the last semi. The battle 
for second behind Pegram provided the 
real excitement, as Georgie Price and 
Kris Kiser both had their hopes set 
high. Kiser hammered on the. rear of 
Prices machine and found his way 
past, but Price struck back on the final 
lap and finished second. 

The crowd voiced their opinion 
when hometown favorite Rogers was 
introduced at the start of the 12-rider, 
20-lap main, but it was Ingram who 
grabbed the holeshot and led the field 
into turn one. Ingram's moment of 
glory was short-lived, as Davis 
powered past on the second lap. 
Poovey followed suit, and passed 
Ingram on lap three. Poovey closed 1n 
on Davis, while Rogers also began to 
pressure Ingram. 

Rogers' race came to a halt on lap 
six, when the LA Racing-sponsored 
rider lost control in turn four and went 
down. 

“I clipped a corner marker down on 
the inside of the track and її knocked 
me into the infield,” explained Rogers. 
“I had lost my brakes on lap three and 
was just trying to ride the corners low 
and keep my momentum up for the 
straights. I guess I went too low." 

With Rogers out, the attention 
reverted to the battle for the lead. 
Poovey hounded Davis, waiting for a 
mistake. That mistake never came, 
though, and Davis greeted the check- 
ered flag inches ahead of Poovey. 

My bike was really handling good, 
then about the 14th lap the rear tire 
wore down and she really started to 
hook up,” said A&R Racing/Honda- 
line/Mother Fletchers/Bell/Motion 
Pro/Fun Products/Emery’s Cycle/ 
Road Rider MC/Redline Cycles/ 
Dennis Town-sponsored Davis. “It let 
me pull Terry a little, even though he 
had a faster bike.” 

By the 15th lap, the leaders began 
to lap slower riders, but the blue flag 
kept the way clear for the race for first. 

“These guys are all professionals, 
and they ride that way," said Poovey. 
“We didn't have any trouble getting 
through." 

Ingram held off the rest of the field 
and finished a distant third. 

"We've had a miss in the engine all 
day," said M&M Racing's Ingram. 
"I'm really glad to get third." 

Because of the rain threat, the 
Hooters/Cycle Connection of Virginia 
King of the Hill Challenge was saved 
for last. Brian Tillson started strong 
and held off Hale and Pegram before 
falling prey to Davis. Poovey was next 
to swoop past Tillson, and the crowd 
was treated to another Davis/Poovey 
war. 

This time, though, it was Poovey 
who jumped out in the lead, and Davis 
who was forced to play catch-up. On 
lap two, however, the race came to an 
end when Davis lost it in turn two and 
destroyed the forks on his machine. 

“I guess I laid it over too far,” said 
Davis, who suffered a badly scraped 
arm and wrist. “The cases and frame 
must have touched and lifted me off 
the ground." 

Poovey went on to score the win and 
earn the $300 prize from Cycle Con- 
nection and Hooters. CN

Myers rolls on

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, JULY 9-12 
pparently, John Myers isn’t tak- 
ing turns anymore with David 
Schaltz and Jim Bernard. 

Since splitting the first three races 
of NHRA's 10-race 1992 tour with the 
only other riders in years to have won 
a Pro Stock title, Myers has slapped 
the field around at two straight. 

Halfway through what is looking 
more and more like another Cham- 
pionship season, Myers already has 
equalled his victory total for all of 1991 
with a third consecutive victory at the 
Summernationals, staged at one of 
drag racing’s original supertracks — 
Raceway Park in New Jersey, an hour 
from Manhattan. 

This time, Myers didn’t have to 
resort to a desperate holeshot to win 
the last round, as he did in the 1991 
final against Bernard. Teammate 
George Bryce's Star Racing Suzuki 
Katana was running so fast that it 
almost didn't matter when Myers left 
the starting line, and he knew it. 

"We had about a tenth of a second 
on the field, and that hasn't happened 
since we brought out the first GSXR 
at Indy in 1989," said Myers, whose 


first of 15 career victories came at that 
event, the U.S. Nationals. “It was a 
great feeling to be able to play it safe 
on the (starting-line) lights and still 
know you're going to win." 

Myers held back on the Christmas 
tree all day to avoid a disastrous foul 
start because it wouldn't have been the 
first time the cat-quick rider lost a sure- 
win by leaving the line thousandths 
of a second before the green when 
almost any reaction time would have 
done. 

In the predictable final, Myers 
continued to dominate his 1991 neme- 
sis, Schultz, the reigning NHRA 
Champion whose loss of a sponsor and 
full-time affiliation with the powerful 
Vance & Hines shop has forced him 
to jump from one borrowed bike to 
another to remain on the tour. (Others 
line up to loan their equipment to 
Schultz because when he climbs off 
Sunday afternoon, it’s better than 
brand-new: It’s faster.) 

Schultz, remarkably competitive on 
his third different bike in three races 
— a Suzuki GSXR owned by Rick 
Ward and Greg Underdahl — did 


everything a rider who has been 
outperformed all day by a tenth of a 
second possibly could do; he left the 
starting line just 1/167th of a second 
after the green flashed for a near- 
perfect .006-second reaction time and 
a sizeable six-hundredths holeshot 
head start on Myers. 

But with 1000 feet of the 1320-foot 
quarter-mile strip remaining, Myers 
already had erased Schultz’s early lead. 
He breezed by to win handily, 7.76/ 
171 to 7.91/171. 

Myers’ 15-hundredths final-round 
cushion over Schultz, the number two 
seed, was only slightly less than the edge 
he had on him and the rest of the field 
in qualifying. No one not named John 
Myers ran better than 7.86, though 15 
of the 16 qualifiers did manage com- 
petitive seven-second times. 

Myers paced the program with a 7.75 
and never ran out of the 7.7s in 
eliminations — when no other racer 
could go faster than 7.87. About the 
only thing he and Bryce didn't do with 
their Wax Shop/Snap-On-sponsored 
Katana was touch their still-standing 
7.716 track record from 1991. 

In the opening round of elimina- 
tions, Zack Kaczala, the 16th and last 
qualifier with an 8-flat at 167 mph, 
was behind Myers by 3/10ths of a 
second, which amounts toa prehistoric 
age on the quarter-mile. Myers won, 
7.79/170 to 8.07/166. 

In round two, local New Jersey rider 
Steve Meiterman, the sixth-ranked Pro 
Stock rider in NHRA last year, was 
"only" 2/10ths back on Myers, 7.74/ 
172 to 7.95/168. The eventual winner's 


time held for Low E.T. honors of the 
meet and his 172.28 during time trials 
was good for top speed. 

Myers had his semifinal heat with 
Byron Hines, now in his second race 
astride a new V&H Yamaha OWO1, all 
the way because of Hines' close red- 
light start. 

Even if Hines, the class' most 
improved rider this season and fastest- 
rising star, had waited another three- 
thousandths of a second before letting 
the clutch fly, he still would have lost; 
Myers drove around his ill-gotten head 
start anyway to win another laugher, 
7.76/171 to 7.97/168. 

In the final, Schultz accomplished 
what Hines had set out to do one round 
earlier, cutting the Christmas tree 
lights to perfection with a near-perfect 
.006 reaction time. Of course, it wasn't 
enough. 

Myers left with a 516-point lead in 
the Winston rankings, the largest edge 
any rider has enjoyed this season. 
"Now that we have our momentum 
going, I don't think the lead will 
change again this year," said Myers, 
who already was in first coming into 
the race. “We have some tricks for the 
next race (the inaugural Mile-High 
Nationals in Denver, Colorado) that 
no one else knows about. For the rest 
of the year, I think we’re only going 


to stretch the lead." CN

. versary next year and to honor the 
occasion the Milwaukee-based firm 
announced at a July 14 press confer- 
ence in Monrovia, California, that 
three new models, and six special 
limited edition 90th Anniversary 
variations of existing models will 
highlight its '93 lineup. 

With the exception of the 883 and 
1200cc Sportster models, the entire 
Harley-Davidson lineup features 
1340cc V-Twin Evolution motors. The 
Sportster 883 features an 883cc V-Twin 
Evolution motor, while the Sportster 
1200 boasts a larger, 1200cc version. 

The three new models, actually 
revised versions of already existing 
models, are headed by the FXDWG 
Dyna Wide Glide, a motorcycle built 
around a revised Dyna-Glide chassis. 
As first offered with the 1991 Sturgis, 
the Dyna-Glide features an internal 
steel frame with a single backbone that 
uses a two-point, rubber engine- 
isolation mounting system. For ’93, the 
frame received new directionally con- 
trolled engine mounts made with a 
new mount compound and support 
plates. The new mounts are claimed 
to give a smoother ride with better 
vibration control. 


The 90th Anniversary Editi 
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features a serialized nameplate, cloisonne fuel tank emblems, and a two-tone silver 
and charcoal satin-brite paint scheme. The standard Dyna Wide Glide is available in two-tone red or two-tone aqua and silver:

Dyna Wide Glide features Factory Ape -

wheel and a new, one-piece Fat Bob 
fuel tank round out the package. Both 
Factory Ape Hangers and Fat Bob are 
Harley trademark items. 

Another new variation in the Dyna-

Rider, which combines the look of the 
original, rigid-mount Low Rider and 
the rubber-isolated ride of the new 
frame design.

For the first time, 
wide whitewall tires have. been 
approved by Harley-Davidson's engi- 
neering department and come stock on 
the machine. The tires, manufactured 
by Dunlop, are mounted on laced 
wheels.

Liles keeps ri rising. 
with Dutch GP win

VALKENSWAARD, HOLLAND, JULY 19 
coring his second GP win in 15 
days, American Billy Liles moved 
into second place in the World 

Championship 500cc MX Series point 

standings and reduced his deficit on 

series leader Georges Jobe to 38 points 
with just three rounds and, more impor- 
tantly, nine motos remaining. 

The Georgian clinched the overall on 
the day with come-from-behind rides on 
his Honda in the first two motos, but he 
had to settle for second to the defending 
champion, Jobe, the last time out after 
suffering from cramps in his chest when 
track and atmospheric conditions 
turned the three moto, 20-minute-plus- 
two-lap Dutch GP into a test of 
endurance as well as speed. 

Torrential rain on Friday, after weeks 
of fine weather meant that the track 
became more demanding than ever, 
while soaring temperatures and high 
humidity made breathing so difficult 
that only 34 riders even started the final 
moto. 

Title candidates Liles, Jobe and Brit 
Kurt Nicoll shared the top three plac- 
ings overall for the third time in nine 
GPs, even though the Belgian had faced 
a difficult ride in race one when his 
Honda became difficult to restart after 
stalling. Nicoll suffered poor starts all 
day and paid the price for a less aggres- 
sive approach than Liles, finding the 
leaders gone each time before he could 
emerge out of the pack. KTM's main 
man, Nicoll also alleged he was the vic- 
tim of blocking tactics by Jobe's fellow 
countryman Gerard Delepine. 

As usual in the Benelux sand, the 
placings were dominated by Belgians, 
who took five of the top eight placings. 

Stefan Larsson holeshot the first race, 
only to be passed by Jobe at the back of 
the circuit and lose second to Liles and 
Joel Smets on the next lap, but the 
Swede was back in third place before 
the end of the lap, as Jobe, with Liles 
already in his wheeltracks, stalled. 

Restarting a hot motor was not easy 
on such a day, and the champion kicked 
more than 20 times before the works 
Honda fired; he restarted 19th and faced 
a hard remainder of the moto. 

Up front, Liles and Smets seemed to 
have escaped at one time, with Nicoll 10 
seconds back in third. But he astonish- 
ingly closed the gap by the 20-minute 
mark. 

"If only I had got a better start I 
might've been able to challenge, but I 
had to put a lot of effort into catching 
up. I got alongside Joel at one time a 
couple of laps from the end, but not 
quite past," said Nicoll. “At least I have 
my speed back again.” 

Smets had closed right up on Liles at 
midrace, but the American was always 
in charge: “I was in front and just had to 
concentrate on my lines.” 

Larsson maintained fourth despite 
riding the last two laps with a broken 
pipe, and was fortunate not to be noise- 
tested, while Jobe’s last pass was over 
the tabletop on Englishman Jeremy 
Whatley, 10 minutes from the end. 

The Netherlands’ Carlo Hulsen, who 
was the day’s fastest qualifier, was a bit- 
ter disappointment for the Dutch crowd, 


as he was never able to rise out of the 
pack, but another homecountry favorite 
Kees Van der Ven just broke the top 10 
as best Dutchman after early front-run- 
ner Hans Koenen dropped back to 14th. 

There was once again no stopping 
Liles in race two. 

Down in eighth place on lap one 
behind Nicoll, as Jobe took the lead, 
Liles needed just five laps to move into 
second place and within two laps had 
pulled back Jobe as well. At the 20- 
minute mark, Liles stormed past for the 
win. 

“I was much faster than anyone else 
through the wide part of the track after 
the start, and had no difficulty moving 
up,” said Liles. “Once in front I just held 
my lines again and was in control.” 

Jobe admitted defeat: “I knew Billy 
was faster there but I couldn't hold him 
off. I’m happy with second. I had a hard 
first race and needed to save some ener- 
gy for the third race in this heat." 

Nicoll completed the top three, but 
was furious. "Delepine blocked me on 
purpose for two laps. The man is a 
(expletive). By the time I got past him I 
had no chance of chasing the leaders." 

After a brief tussle, Nicoll did how- 
ever pass Geukens for third on the same 
lap Liles took the lead. 

Nilsson also had problems with 
Delepine, who eventually faded badly 
in the closing laps to finish 14th. 

Jobe quickly moved into the lead at 
the start of the third and final moto, 
while Liles used up three laps before 
moving into second. The deficit on Jobe 
was five seconds and the American 
gradually closed in, but with five laps to 
go he was in trouble. "I started to feel 
tight in my chest at half distance and it 
just kept getting worse. I thought I 
could still have won if I could keep it a 
mild cramp, but five laps from the end I 
could hardly breathe and just concen- 
trated on keeping clear of (Ronny) 
Weustenraed. He got close with a lap to 
go but fortunately this is not an easy 
track to pass (оп.)” 

Nicoll had paid the penalty for his 
worst start of the day, and for being 
intimidated by Delepine. "We've got the 
KTM starting well on hard tracks, but I 
struggle to get out of the gate on soft 
sand," said Nicoll after climbing just 
three places from a first-lap eighth, 


through a strung-out pack. €N

Buehl unbeatable at 
Action Sports SX

eam Peak/Pro Circuit Honda’s 
Jeromy Buehl won two classes at 
Action Sports Center, where 15 
jumps had been added to the already- 
interesting track. Over 5,000 spectators

In the first 125cc Pro moto, Buehl 
rode to an impressive win after leading 
the field into the first turn. Greg 
Kreinbrook held third, with Jay Pol- 
ing, Keith: Bowen and Greg Bowen 
trying to move up. As the leaders flew 
into the whoops, Buehl and Collier 
came ‘together, with Collier falling 
back to seventh. 

Buehl immediately opened up a 
small lead. Kreinbrook settled into 
second, but nearly went off the track 
after making an error in the infield 
whoop section.

second, while Kreinbrook regained his 
momentum right ahead of Greg 
Bowen. 

By the third lap, Buehl had moved 
out to a 15-second lead. Greg Bowen 
and Poling fought over second as 
Kreinbrook was caught by Mark Kiser 
and Keith Bowen. Kiser was on the gas 
and moved into fourth, setting his 
sights on Poling. Greg Bowen held 
second after passing Poling on lap 
three, and actually cut into Buehl's 
lead, but by the fifth lap Buehl had 
again pulled to a 16-second lead. With 
two laps left, Kreinbrook tried to pass 
Kiser in the infield whoops and almost 
got by, but Kiser held him off. On the 
last lap, Kreinbrook again ran into 
trouble in the whoop section, insuring 
Kiser of fourth. At the finish line Buehl 
had a 20-second lead over Bowen and 
Poling. 

Buehl motored into the lead at the 
drop of the gate in moto two. Krein- 
brook followed, ahead of Nick Trout- 
man, Kiser and Poling. Buehl and 
Kreinbrook's chances improved 
greatly as Greg Bowen, Kiser and 
Troutman all fell on the first lap. By 
the end of lap one, Buehl had again 
pulled away from Kreinbrook in 
second and Poling in third. Keith 
Bowen rode in fourth ahead of Tommy 
Collier. 

By the third lap, Poling was out with 
bike problems and Collier passed 
Bowen, who was experiencing difficul- 
ties from a healing arm and shoulder. 
By the end of the fourth lap, the top 
five were set. Buehl and Kreinbrook 
finished first and second with Collier 
claiming third. Buehl scored the 
overall win over Kreinbrook. 

Buehl grabbed the holeshot in the 
first moto of the 250cc Pro class, with 
Todd DeHoop trying to get around. 
DeHoop passed Buehl in midair to 
take the lead momentarily, but imme- 
diately fell. "I flew past Jeromy, but 
when I tried to make the next turn, 
I slid out right in front of him," he 
explained. 

DeHoop's crash left him half a lap 
back, and Buehl, who was held up by 
the crashing DeHoop, fell back to 
fourth. Kreinbrook inherited the lead, 
with James Eickel and Mike Morgan 
in second and third. Greg Bowen also 


. slipped by Buehl by the end of the first 


lap, and Keith Bowen held sixth. Buehl 
passed Greg Bowen and jumped by 
Mike Morgan in the infield whoops. 
By the third lap, Buehl had moved into 
second, and began to gain on 
Kreinbrook. > 

Eickel bobbled in the difficult 
whoop section and Greg Bowen, who 
had passed Morgan, caught up to him. 
Eickel held off Bowen's challenge and 
pulled away to a secure third. Bowen 
lost his concentration after Eickel got 
away, and Mike Morgan caught him 
on the fifth lap. Morgan grabbed 
fourth, but Bowen was faster through 
the whoops and passed him back. 
Buehl caught Kreinbrook with two 
laps to go, and passed him in the tricky 
infield whoops to take the lead. Eickel 
closed on Kreinbrook and when the 
white flag came out, was only 10 feet 
behind him. Kreinbrook rode the last 
lap trying to hold Fickel off. “I was 
really careful in the infield whoop 
section, which has given me so much 
trouble tonight. I just wanted to 
protect second," he said. 

Buehl won by six seconds over 
Kreinbrook. 

DeHoop put his Tuf Racing/Asics/ 
Red Roof Inns/DG-backed Suzuki in 


front at the start of the second moto.- 


Buehl was in second going into the 
first triple, when his bike hesistated 
and he slowed to see if it would clean 
out. Eickel, Greg Bowen, Kreinbrook 


and Morgan all passed Buehl before 
he got back up to speed. By the end 
of lap one Eickel took the lead from 
DeHoop, and Bowen and Kreinbrook 
were trying to hold off Buehl. Krein- 
brook was the first to make a move 
as he tried to pass DeHoop on the 
outside. He wasn't able to get by, and 
Bowen and Buehl both dove under 
Kreinbrook, sending him back to fifth. 

Bowen slipped by DeHoop, and 
Buehl and DeHoop fought over third, 
with Kreinbrook in fifth. Eickel was 
able to pull out to a four-second lead 
by the third lap, and DeHoop regained 
second as Bowen fell back to sixth after 
a miscue. Buehl and DeHoop battled 
for second and began to close on 
Eickel. DeHoop caught Eickel with 
two. laps to go and as he looked for 
a way around, Buehl made it a three- 
way battle for the lead. Kreinbrook 
held a solid fourth ahead of Morgan 
and Bowen. Buehl tripled into the 
infield whoop section to pass DeHoop 
before the step-up jump, where 
DeHoop’s Suzuki suddenly snapped its 
chain. 

Eickel led at the start of the last lap, 


| but half a lap later Buehl made his 


pass in a turn. “I expected Jeromy to 
try to dive under me in that turn and 
I was going to block him, but then 
I thought I could stay outside and still 
hold him off," said Eickel afaterwards. 
“The last two laps, Jeromy just picked 
it up to another level." 

‘Buehl led Eickel across the finish 
line, with Kreinbrook in third. Buehl 
earned the overall win, and Eickel

Hicks masters Penhall

Hicks can boast that they've won the 
American midsummer Speedway Clas- - 
sic that pays tribute to America's most 
successful speedway rider, Bruce 
Penhall. 

The format for the meeting utilized 
the standard 16-rider/20-event format 
that pits every rider against each of his 
opponents one time. Four-man 








‘Scratch heats were used, that were 
worth three points to the winner, two 
for second, one for third and zero for 
fourth. Normally the event winner is 
determined by the total number of 
points he accumulates during his five 
heats. However, for the last couple of 
years the promoters have added a four- 
lap winner-take-all main event that 
has been met with approval by the fans, 
if not always by the riders. 

The first round of four heat races 
began with “Suicide” Scott Brant 
running away from the field to collect 
the first three points. Chris Manchester 
and Faria followed suit 1n events two 
and three. Three-time Penhall Classic 
winner Schwartz lost his muffler in lap 
two and was disqualified. Greg Han- 
cOck, making a brief return visit to the 
states from England, won the final heat 
of the opening round to take the win 
away from a faltering Hicks. 

The second round went as the first 
had, with Brant earning a decisive win. 
Hicks won the next heat despite the 
efforts of Manchester, Schwartz and 
Brent Werner. Faria kept his perfect 
score alive with an easy win in event 
seven. Hancock dominated his second 
ride, after pulling off an incredibly 
quick start. 

The third round of heats began with 
a lineup that could easily pass for a 
main event anywhere. Hancock, Faria 
and Brant who were all sporting 
perfect scores of six points, took to the 
track with point-hungry Manchester. 
Hancock got another rocket start and 
held off Manchester and Brant for the 
win. Faria suffered a disqualification 
for losing his chain guard in the heat's 
middle laps. Werner climbed onto the 
winners’ board with the victory in 
event 10. Hicks held off Charlie 
Venegas to win, while Schwartz found 
fortune in the final heat of the third 
round. 

Hicks continued to take wins away 
from the front-runners in round four, 
as he bested Brant despite the latter's 
wild swooping outside drives that got 
him past third-place finisher Shawn 
McConnell. Faria got back on track in 
event 14, taking the three points over 
second-place finisher Werner. Han- 
cock was next up with the meeting's 
only perfect score, which he easily 
maintained ahead of Schwartz and 
John Aden. Manchester continued his 
comeback from his round-two fall, 
taking the top spot ahead of Venegas 
and Gary Ackroyd. 

The final round started with Brant 
gaining himself a berth in the main 
event with another three-point win, 
which gave him a five-ride total of 12 
points. Hancock continued his perfect 
day with the victory in event 18. 
Manchester finished strong with a win 
over Aden and McConnell, but fell one 
point shy of matching Brant's score. 
Faria was able to cool Hicks off in the 
final heat of the night, which insured 
that both riders would make the main. 
Hicks had 13 points, while Faria 
matched Brant's 12. 

Hancock got the right to pick the 
starting lane of his choice in the main, 
and chose gate four. Hicks had the 
second pick and chose the pole. Faria 
won the flip with Brant and took three, 
leaving lane two for his Russell Racing 
` teammate. 

Hicks took a decisive gate and put 
together four flawless laps for the win. 
Faria put on a series of assaults, with 
Brant trying to run up the middle, but 
neither rider was able to seriously 
challenge Hicks, who dominated the 
event to the finish. €N

Hough handles Second Creek RR

Don Hough won the Open Superbike class 
during the Motorcycle Roadracing Associa- 
tion's sixth race of the season at Second Creek 
Raceway. 

Hough had unofficially tiptoed under the 
track record during testing on the previous 
day, and exciting things were expected for the 
actual competition. 

Hough led the field to the first corner in 
the Open Superbike class and began to pull 
away from the pack, clocking a one-minute, 
11.18-second lap two. Mark Schellinger and 
Jason Curran fought for second place until 
Schellinger maneuvered under Curran and 
permanently took over second. 

As the GTO class left the line, Dan Turner 
and Don Hough launched side by side and 
stayed that way until turn two.

In the Middleweight Superbike race, 
Dimick seized the lead at the green and was 
never challenged. Nobody was able to match 
his pace, so the crowd’s attention turned to 
the trailing positions, where Mark Schellinger 
held second place. After a long dice with 
Robin Holliday, Schellinger finished the race 
in second, while Terry Harnish was displaced 
to fourth after running in second place early 
on. Holliday claimed third spot.

Hicks wins at Victorville Spdwy

VICTORVILLE, CA, JULY 11 
Gary Hicks, who on April Fool’s Day last year 
led his Kings Lynn Speedway team to a 
Sunbrite Gold Cup victory over Swindon, 
drew precious little help from his British 
League days in negotiating the Scratch main 
win at the dt Victorville oval. Hicks 
managed to beat National Champion Mike 
Faria to the checkered flag despite trailing by 
as much as four bike lengths early in the race. 
The Scratch main also featured the return 
of Bobby Schwartz to the Southern California 


Speedway circuit. Schwartz transferred to the 
main, but much to the disdain of his legions 
of high-desert fans, was. disqualified for 
touching the starting tapes. Lance King, who 
rode the Sunbrite League circuit for Kings 
Lynn in the 1980s, rounded out the field. Faria 
led the quartet of former British League 
standouts from the outset, moving on the bs 
inside line, as King worked the disappearing 
outside dirt and Hicks maintained a two to 
four length synchronized choreograph of the 
leader. As Faria was setting what he figured 
to be the winning pace, King was doing battle 
with the deep dirt forces near the crashwall, 
eventually sliding down and removing 


-himself from contention. Meanwhile, Hicks 


was moving up on Faria’s left flank pushing 
the leader hard on the inside next to the pipe. 
A near sellout crowd of 3761 went into a frenzy 
as the two veterans turned the final bend side 
by side. Hicks inched ahead slightly and 
crossed the finish line less than 24 inches 
ahead of Faria. Post-race rumors, that were 
not confirmed, indicated possible rear tire air 
pressure problems on Faria’s bike. 

Two races before Faria was nipped at the 
wire by Hicks, he set a Speedway USA record, 
as he won the six-man, eight-lap Handicap 
main from the 80 yard line! All Faria could 
muster from that distance was just one of the 
finest performances ever delivered in the 
history of Handicap racing. Due to the limited 
size of the San Bernardino County oval the 
80 yard line puts the riders almost to the apex 
of turns three and four where they have to 
look across the infield to see the starting tapes. 
The first two laps Faria was content to ride 
behind early leader from the zero-yard line 
Chris Harrington, second-place ‘starter from 
the 10 yard line, Jason Chism, as well as John 
Aden and Rob Ball from the 30. The only 
rider in the same time zone as Faria was Chris 
Manchester on the 50. As the third lap was 
getting underway Faria made his move. 
Running fast and loose in the outside dirt 
he was able to move past the entire field before 
lap five was in the book. Manchester fell prey 
to the outside dirt and did not finish. Second 
place became the property of Chism when he 
took the lead away from Chris Harrington 
in lap three. Aden rode the middle of the track 
to claim third, just ahead of Rob Ball in 
fourth. . 

Former Junior rider Heath Hammonds, 
who lives less than two miles from the 
Victorville track site, won the Support class 
main event over Jeff Hoyt and George Fox.
